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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . This communication is in response to the correspondence received 1 1/29/2005. 

2. Claims 1 and 2 (both independent) are pending and have been amended. 

3. An examination of this application reveals that applicant is unfamiliar with patent 
prosecution procedure. While an inventor may prosecute the application, lack of skill in 
this field usually acts as a liability in affording the maximum protection for the invention 
disclosed. Applicant is advised to secure the services of a registered patent attorney or 
agent to prosecute the application, since the value of a patent is largely dependent upon 
skilled preparation and prosecution. The Office cannot aid in selecting an attorney or 
agent.

13 and 18-19, page 3, page 4, page 6, and pages 7-8. 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 

5. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: Fig. 2 is not 
described within the specification. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Drawings 

6. The amendment filed 1 1/29/2005 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132(a) because 
it introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132(a) states that no 
amendment shall introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added 
material which is not supported by the original disclosure is as follows: Figure 1, 
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"Improved System input Terminal and Its elements" block, step 3 "language sorting" and 
step 4 "input function". 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 



7. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: The reference numbers listed in the description of Fig. 1 are not found in 
Fig. 1. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet 
submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as 
either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the 
changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of 
any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 



Claim Objections 



8. Claim 2 is objected to because of the following informalities: The claim recites 
"characters listed in Figure 2," and these characters are found within the claim, not in 
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the same form as they are seen in Figure 2. Removing the reference to Figure to is 
suggested. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

9. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter, which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 
The proprietary TRILAN "TM" vocabulary software and is derivative language 
compilations is not described within the specification. A mere mention of the TRILAN 
"TM" vocabularies and its derivatives (page 3, line 22) does not enable one skilled in the 
art to make and/or use the invention. 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter, 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
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had possession of the claimed invention. The phrases "Chinese words sorting symbols" 
(claim 1, line 7) and "Chinese sorting" (claim 2, line 2) are not described within the 
specification at the time the application was filed. 

10. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

A broad range or limitation together with a narrow range or limitation that falls 
within the broad range or limitation (in the same claim) is considered indefinite, since 
the resulting claim does not clearly set forth the metes and bounds of the patent 
protection desired. See MPEP § 2173.05(c). Note the explanation given by the Board 
of Patent Appeals and Interferences in Ex parte Wu, 10 USPQ2d 2031, 2033 (Bd. Pat. 
App. & Inter. 1989), as to where broad language is followed by "such as" and then 
narrow language. The Board stated that this can render a claim indefinite by raising a 
question or doubt as to whether the feature introduced by such language is (a) merely 
exemplary of the remainder of the claim, and therefore not required, or (b) a required 
feature of the claims. Note also, for example, the decisions of Ex parte Steigewald, 131 
USPQ 74 (Bd. App. 1961); Ex parte Hall, 83 USPQ 38 (Bd. App. 1948); and Ex parte 
Hasche, 86 USPQ 481 (Bd. App. 1949). In the present instance, claim 1 recites the 
broad recitation "other necessary functional elements for processing", and the claim 
also recites "memory elements", which is the narrower statement of the range/limitation. 
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1 1 . Claim 2 is rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure, which goes to make up the device, must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one 
sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

Claim 2 provides for the use of storing or processing characters, but, since the 
claim does not set forth any steps involved in the method/process, it is unclear what 
method/process applicant is intending to encompass. A claim is indefinite where it 
merely recites a use without any active, positive steps delimiting how this use is actually 
practiced. 

12. Claim 1 recites the limitation "the product" in Claim 1, line 9. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



13. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

14. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Ho et al. 
(6,307,541). 

As to claim 1 , Ho et al. teach: 

(a) Element or elements that are capable of producing Chinese-style language 
characters based on a method for transmitting data involving Chinese-style language 
words (Fig. 2J, said method including steps of transmitting inputs including 
alphanumeric symbols of visual or audio characters, Chinese words sorting symbols 
and miscellaneous keys for system operation from a system input terminal and its 
elements (inputting Chinese style characters where one inputted character leads to a 
subset of characters related to the upper level character, col. 5, lines 42-50, 57-67, and 
col. 8, line 55 through col. 9, line 42) to a data processor including memory elements for 
said inputs and other necessary functional elements for processing, and transmitting the 
product of the processor to an output terminal including compatible display for 
displaying (a processor for retrieving a character from a memory element, and 
displaying the character, Fig. 5, elements 510, 530 and 540, and col. 12, lines 8-24)\ 
and 
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(b) A class of communication devices that is capable of processing the 
proprietary TRILAN W TM" vocabulary software and its derivative language compilations 
(a Chinese-character database, storing a vocabulary, col. 12, lines 8-24, and 40-45. 
The TRILAN "TM" vocabulary software and its derivative language has been rejected 
above under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph). 

Conclusion 

15. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. See PTO-892. 

16. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP 

§ 706.07(a). Applicant is reminded of the extension of time policy as set forth in 37 
CFR 1.136(a). 

A shortened statutory period for reply to this final action is set to expire THREE 
MONTHS from the mailing date of this action. In the event a first reply is filed within 
TWO MONTHS of the mailing date of this final action and the advisory action is not 
mailed until after the end of the THREE-MONTH shortened statutory period, then the 
shortened statutory period will expire on the date the advisory action is mailed, and any 
extension fee pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .

17. This action is a final rejection and is intended to close the prosecution of this 
application. Applicant's reply under 37 CFR 1.113 to this action is limited either to an 
appeal to the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences or to an amendment complying 
with the requirements set forth below. 

If applicant should desire to appeal any rejection made by the examiner, a Notice 
of Appeal must be filed within the period for reply identifying the rejected claim or claims 
appealed. The Notice of Appeal must be accompanied by the required appeal fee. 

If applicant should desire to file an amendment, entry of a proposed amendment 
after final rejection cannot be made as a matter of right unless it merely cancels claims 
or complies with a formal requirement made earlier. Amendments touching the merits 
of the application which otherwise might not be proper may be admitted upon a showing 
a good and sufficient reasons why they are necessary and why they were not presented 
earlier. 

A reply under 37 CFR 1.1 13 to a final rejection must include the appeal from, or 
cancellation of, each rejected claim. The filing of an amendment after final rejection, 
whether or not it is entered, does not stop the running of the statutory period for reply to 
the final rejection unless the examiner holds the claims to be in condition for allowance. 
Accordingly, if a Notice of Appeal has not been filed properly within the period for reply, 
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or any extension of this period obtained under either 37 CFR 1.136(a) or (b), the 
application will become abandoned.
